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For Greater FBI 


An increase in personnel of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation amounting to 500 ad- 
ditional G-men, has been asked in the 1942 
budget presented. to the national congress. 
There are, already, 1,500 men engaged in this 
investigatory work. 
| There can be little question that the re- 
quest for a larger staff for the bureau will 
be granted. It is in direct line with the pro- 
gram of national defense and constitutes one 
of the most important units in that defense 
setup. 

The methods of war used by modern dic- 
tatorships include far-reaching plans to dis- 
rupt the prospective enemy years before the 
actual attack is launched. By every imag- 
inable means agents of the aggressor nations 
are at work in this country and have been for 
years. Through sabotage and through the 
sowing of discord in American groups and 
among the American people, they seek to so 
weaken this nation, internally, that we shall 
be unable to aid Britain or to organize, effec- 
tively, our own defense. 

Some of these agencies at work among us 
have been recognized and exposed for what 
they are, enemies of the United States. Many 
others, however, have not yet been caught by 
the heels. 

The G-men of the FBI are soldiers in the 
front rank, already actively defending the na- 
tion from what is, perhaps, its most dangerous 
foes of today. It is through the FBI that the 
United States guards against a possible fu- 
ture debacle such as that which resulted in 
the downfall of Norway, against a possible fu- 
ture under the dictator rule of some Ameri- 
can Quisling. 

Whatever money is spent on the FBI, to 
whatever size it is extended, can hardly be 
anything but wise policy with the world in the 
state it is today, and with America in her 
present place in that world picture.

Cruel Rackets 


The service groups of Atlanta have set up 
a “veterans’ council” to protect the public from 
persons who unauthorizedly collect money in 
tthe name of some Legion post, the D. A. V., 
the V. F. W., the Purple Heart, the Spanish- 
American War Veterans and like organizations. 

In future the council will pass upon and in- 
dorse all worthwhile money-raising projects 
and will publicly condemn any project which 
does not carry the council’s approval. 

The collection of funds in the name of a 
worthy organization, without that organiza- 
tion’s approval and full understanding of the 
method employed, is one of the most heartless 
‘of modern rackets. Too often have Atlantans 
been victimized by such tricks. 

In the past the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
has worked so efficiently to halt such unau- 
therized use of local trade unions that the 
racketeers have practically ceased using labor 
organizations as their decoy ducks. 

The veterans’ organizations can do the same 
thing, and undoubtedly the newly formed “vet- 
erans’ council” is the proper agency for the 
In the final analysis, however, the individual 
approached for contribution is responsible for 
halting the. racket in this city. If everyone ap- 
proached for money would, before he gives, 
seek information about the asker, through the 
Better Business Bureau of the Chamber of 
Commerce or through the responsible officers 
of the organization used as decoy, it would 
quickly be stamped out.

The Budget 


President Roosevelt. has laid before the con- 
gress a budget for the fiscal year of 1942 which 
calls for expenditures of 17 1-2 billion dollars. 
A tremendous sum, yet it is doubtful if any- 
one in the country was shocked, or even sur- 
prised. For it was expected. Few in America 
today but realize that the nation must be pre- 
pared to pay and pay and pay, if the nation 
is to survive in freedom in a free world. 

More than 60 per cent of that budget is for 
direct items of national defense, for army, 
navy and air force expansion. Another large 
proportion is for national defense also, just 
as vitally if not so directly. For the Presi- 
dent calls for maintenance of the social se- 
curity and farm parity payments. A nation 
which does not protect its people from suffer- 
ing, want and injustice can hardly find it 
worth while: to protect its shores from man’s 
invasion. In planning to defend the American 
way of life from those who would forever de- 
stroy it, we must not forget to defend that 
same way of life from economic forces which 
would just as surely transform it into a man- 
ner of existence not worth the living. 

Nor is the 17 1-2 billions of the budget all. 
This does not include the money which will be 
needed to finance the “lease-lend” program of 
furnishing arms to Great Britain. Congres- 
sional leaders have estimated this will call for 
an additional ten billions during the next two 
years. And that may not be all. With the 
rapid changing of world situation that occurs 
today, no man can foretell what necessities 
may face the nation on the morrow. 

The means of raising the required money 


: must include a substantial increase in taxes. 


Part of the funds WA] have to be raised through 
loans by the treasury. The national debt is 
expected to jump to 58 billions, instead of the 
45 billion limit which has been imposed hither- 
to. But, regardless of that debt, the people 
will have to sacrifice and join in the national 
effort through the payment of far heavier 
taxes. It is right that this should be so. 

Yet there is a point beyond which it would 
not be wise to go in taxation. That is the 
point where the drain of tax payments so 
reduces the purchasing power of the people 
that the drop in consumption would not take 
care of the rising tide of production. When 
purchasing power is so reduced that it makes 
serious inroads on the national income, it re- 
duces governmental revenue, instead of in- 
creasing it. 

It is the task of congress to determine 
where that danger point lies and to fix tax 
rates at the highest possible point not in ex- 
cess of that danger line. For, the more of the 
defense program that can be paid “as-we-go” 
the better, so long as national income is not 
imperiled. 

No sane and loyal American will object to 
the higher tax rates. For all of us know that 
victory for the forces of freedom must be made 
sure, in the world struggle with brute force 
now raging. No man pauses to compute the 
size of his water bill when his own, or his 
neighbor’s house, is on fire. 

Far better to spend Scores of billions on de- 
fense today, than be’ forced to give everything 
we have in tribute to a ruthless conqueror in 
years to come.

Editorial Symposium 
THE MEDITERRANEAN MYSTERY 


With Britain’s Egyptian army pressing on 
Tobruk, Nazi.and Fascist leaders conferring in 
Rome, and Greek advances continuing in Al- 
bania, the WASHINGTON POST suggests a re- 
doubling of the “phychological offensive” against 
Italy, believing “The time is ripe to drive home 
to Italians the full magnitude of the perils to 
which Mussolini’s policy has exposed them.” And, 
summarizing the Albanian situation, the SACRA- 
MENTO BEE points out that Mussolini spoke 
truer than he knew when he assured the “Greek 
people last June they had nothing to fear from 
the Italians.” 

As Rome announces “that German pilots and 
planes are now in Italy, there is a clear indi- 
cation that hopes of splitting the Axis apart may 
as well be laid aside for the present,” says the 
WILMINGTON NEWS, which finds that, “regard- 
less of misgivings and actual fear in Italian 
hearts, Mussolini is still dictator.” At the same 
time, the CINCINNATI ENQUIRER declares, “It 
séems very probable that Germany will not. send 
enough aerial support into Italy to do more than 
slow up the process of Italian collapse,” while 
the DESERET NEWS of Salt Lake City makes 
the point that “In the recent crushing defeats 
of the Italian forces, it seems almost as though 
time had stored up its revenges, measure for 
measure, against what many people in this coun- 
try regard as Mussolini’s treachery against Brit- 
ain.” Now, “Called in to help, Hitler is better 
fixed than ever to command,” says the PITTS- 
BURGH POST-GAZETTE. 

“The Italians say that as Nazi planes come to 
Italy, Italians plane return from helping the Ger- 
mans in the siege of Britain,” reports the NEW 
YORK TIMES, which believes “The suggestion of 
repayment for assistance rendered may sweeten 
the pill for Italians, but it cannot disguise the 
painful fact that the presence of Nazi bombers 
on the Italian front puts an end to boasts that 
Italy needed no assistance in fighting her own 
battle.” And the SAN FRANCISCO NEWS rea- 
sons that “If British and Greek successes con- 
tinue, and Gibraltar and Suez continue to put 
the squeeze on Italian imports, Italy may be- 

come a veritable millstone to Hitler.”

PEDDLERS OF PEACE TERMS WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.— 
The cry for a _ negotiated 
peace has already been loudly raised by the senatorial isolationists, 
and they now seem determined to make it one of the main themes 
of their attack on the President’s foreign policy. Indeed, they seem 
to be in love with the idea. Before they commit themselves too 
far, however, they will do well to investigate a little further. 

For example, they might inquire into the origins of the theory 
that it is possible to negotiate a sound peace at this time. If they 
do so, they will find that in the murk from which such schemes 
generally come, three figures may be dimly discerned. 

One is Joseph P. Kennedy. The first public statement calling on 
the President to explore the possibilities of peace in Europe came 
from Senator Millard F. Tydings, of Maryland. He made it just 
after a trip to Palm Beach, where he and Kennedy are understood 
to have seen a good deal of one another. And only a day or so 
ago, Kennedy’s son, presumably echoing his father, made a speech 
in Boston declaring that peace with a German-dominated Europe 
would not be a bad thing at all.

Smith has been at work abroad, where 
his doings have been somewhat mysterious. He is said. to have 
been in London, where he is reported to have seen certain of the 
more unlovely leaders of British finance. He is known to have 
been in Vichy, where he lavishly entertained Germano-phile French 
politicians. He was at least expected in Berlin. Just how he got 
a passport for such a singular expedition is not known. Possibly 
the influence of his crony and associate, Democratic National 
Chairman Ed Flynn, who once tried to make him ambassador to 
Moscow, had something to do with it. At any rate, while Smith 
was in Vichy, he was discovered to be peddling appeasement. He 
will soon return to this country, no doubt to continue the good 
work here, 

Finally, the third figure is William Rhodes Davis, the hero of 
the unfortunate Verne Marshall: Davis is soon to appear before a 
senate committee headed by Senator Burton K. Wheeler, of Mon- 
tana. He will almost certainly be thickly whitewashed. He may 
even deny that he ever brought back from Germany the peace 
terms initialled by Herman-Goering which Marshall says he showed 
him. But whitewash or no, Davis’ record is clear. Certain aspects 
of it deserve more emphasis than they have received to date. 


HIS NAZI CONNECTIONS The important aspects of Davis’ 
record are his Nazi and his Amer- 
ican connections. He is an international oil speculator, who tried 
to pyramid into a world-wide oil empire a Hamburg refinery built 
with the blocked funds of the First National Bank of Boston. His 
biggest deal was with the German, Italian and Mexican govern- 
ments, when he undertook to sell the dictators the oil from the 
Mexican wells expropriated from American and British investors. 
On the German side, he is known to have been assisted in his 
Mexican dealings by Dr. Joachim Hertslet, one of the ace German 
economic agents. He is also known to have been in Berlin in the 
first winter of the war, and American correspondents who saw 
him at the time say that he showed open enthusiasm for Nazi 
methods. Finally, his only really profitable business connection 
abroad appears to have been with the Nazi state. 

' On the American side, he was for a time associated in the 
Mexican oil deal with Ben Smith, who later dropped out. He also 
worked with Walter A. Jones, a Pennsylvania politician close to 
Senator Joseph F. Guffey, and with Senator Guffey himself. Fi- 
nally, he had a somewhat mystifying tie-up with John L. Lewis and 
the left wing of the CIO. Lewis was stated, in a story he never 
denied, to have interested himself in Davis’ Mexican negotiations to 
the extent of assuring the powerful Mexican labor organizations 
that Davis was a good man to do business with. 


ONLY PEACE POSSIBLE Kennedy, Smith and Davis are not | 


the best sponsors of a policy so 
grave in its implications as the policy of attempting to negotiate 
a peace. The State Department is unanimous that peace can only 
be negotiated if this country forces the British to give up, by 
threatening to withhold aid. If the British give up, German world 
triumph will ensue. And this will not be a very secure foundation 
for world peace. 

Furthermore, the senatorial isolationists have had pretty bad 
luck with their negotiated peace talk to date. When Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler, of Montana, ventured to suggest possible peace terms 
he became sadly entangled in European history, politics and even 
simple geography. He could only explain that he had not had time 
to consult reference books before preparing his speech. Wheeler 
is the sole isolationist who has dared to be specific. Yet despite his 
ill fortune, and despite the numerous warning signals, he and his 
colleagues seem determined to continue their talk.

MAIL FROM EUROPE Two letters came yesterday, one from 


Sweden and one from London. Both 
came by clipper plane from Lisbon, Portugal. The letter from 
Sweden apparently had gone through Germany, and occupied France 
into Portugal. 

Postmark on the Swedish letter was Nockeby. It is a beau- 
tiful town about 20 miles out from Stockholm. I could see it as I 
left it, the snow piled high and the fir trees and the lakes beau- 
tiful, in the winter of 1938. /The letter said nothing of the war, 

The letter from London hAs a sort of local angle. A few weeks 
ago I wrote here of the visvt to Atlanta of Fred Silberman. He is 
a big-game hunter of note//a businessman whose factories still hum 
in England as they orree’ hummed in France and Czecho-Slovakia, 
His son is a student at Darlington school in Rome. 

Mr. Silberman was a prisoner of war in Germany for some years 
of the first World War.. He has a son fighting with the British 
forces in Egypt. Silberman tried to get permission to fly back in 
a bomber but was not successful. He returned by ship. 

When he was in Atlanta he had just completed, as a member 
of the British Board of Trade, a survey of literaily every country 
in South and Central America and of Mexico. He is a responsible 
person, possesses an unusually fine perspective, and is one whose 


words may be accepted at full value. 
DECEMBER 16 __ The letter, written from London on Decem- 
ber 16, discusses aid to Britain and the gene. 
eral conditions of business and mecrale. It reads: 
rey “London, E. C. 2, 16th December, 1940. 
“Dear McGill: 


“So here I am, back again in London. 

“The trip over was very rough, but this was all to the good 
since, for this reason alone, it was uneventful. I was lucky inas- 
much as the other boat, the Western Prince, that I intended taking 
originally, has been torpedoed. 

“We had some very interesting people on board, particularly 
the survivors of the Jervis Bay. It was wonderful in what good 
cheer they took their awful experience and how modestly these 
brave men made little of the courageous way in which they sacri- 
ficed themselves to save the convoy. Some of them were in the 
water for 12 hours and whilst being in the water, the Germans 
shelled and machinegunned them. 

“IT found my family and business in good shape. London is 
badly scarred in places. On the whole, however, it does not make 
a bad impression, and, believe it or not, I am truly glad to be 
back again amongst my. people and my work. 

“So much has been written about the spirit in which the people 
of England are taking it, that to add more words seems futile. 
It can be summed up in four letters, and that is ‘GUTS.’ Whether 
in humble station of life or in opulence, people go about their 
vocation as though it is the most natural thing fm the world to hear 
gunfire and aeroplanes overhead. It has goto the point that on 
the streets and in the offices nobody pays an\ attention to the 
air raid alarms during the day and continue with, their work, or 
walk, with the same equanimity as though you woul hear in New 
York the police siren or motor horn. 

“In our own factories and offices, it is not until the 
advises the office that aeroplanes are directly overhead th 
in a leisurely manner take to the air raid shelters. Also, \during 
the night, you can hail-a taxi that will take you anywhere irre- 
spective of whether bombs are dropping or not. 

“It is, of course, quite an eerie sensation until you get used to 
it, to lie in bed and hear the enemy aeroplanes passing to and fro 
during the night, but I am already getting accustomed to this kind 
of lullaby. Next morning on the way to the office, you pass a 
building here or there that has been bombed and is still smoulder- 
ing, but you pass by without much further ado. Nobody talks 
about this bombing or bombing of the neighborhood, as little ag 
you would in the ordinary way talk about a broken or frozen water 
pipe. In fact, it is not only bad form to do so, but you would be 
considered a tiresome bore. When you see how some poor people 
are left with nothing but the pajamas they slept in, and their little 
cottages just like a big dust bin, you have to marvel what human 
nature will stand if the misfortune is approached with a certain 


philosophy and from the right angle. 
CONTINUED “You were possibly at times rather skeptical 
at the optimism that I displayed as .to the , 
ultimate outcome, but I am sure that the good news from Greece 
and from Egypt will have convinced you that the Axis is not having 
it all its own way. They were successful in the first round, but 
the second and third rounds I think will be in our favor. Ob- 
viously, we are not yet out of the woods, and we have a rough 
time ahead of us, but I am quite satisfied that we shall make the 
world safe again, even though it may take some little time yet. 

“This opinion is contingent on the support that we get from 
the U. S. A. by way of supplies and finance. I am convinced that 
the U. S. A. realizes that Great Britain is the first line of your 
defense, but I feel that it is not so generally realized that a time 
factor is all important, and that a hundred aeroplanes speeded up 
and delivered tomorrow are worth 200 in 12 months’ time. 

“As to food: whilst there is a shortage in some directions, and 
for some specialized items, taken on the whole, nobody need starve 
or go hungry. I should say that the greatest difficulty is one of 
distribution, because, obviously, the wrecking of a railway line 
here or a road there, causes delays from the distributing centers. 

‘“‘As far as our own business is concerned, our sales to the civilian 
population are limited to 25 per cent of our last year’s sales, which 
obviously means that no business can carry on with a profit on 
so low a quota, as you will appreciate that-a drop of 75 per cent 
in turnover is rather a tall proposition. On the other hand, our 
army supplies department is working overtime, and I am at the 
moment busy in getting another factory ready so that I have a 
reserve capacity in case of damage being done to the existing 
factories.

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 9.—Study of opinion in the various. 


sections of the United States reveals interesting geographical differ- 
ences in public sentiment on war, aid to England, national defense 
and allied subjects. 

Although Institute surveys have consistently found a high degree 
of national unity on issues connected with the war, the sharpest 
differences are between the south, on the one extreme, and the 
middle west on the other. The war spirit in the country today is 
highest in the south, lowest in the middle west. The south is the 
most willing to aid England and to take the gamble of a possible 
war resulting from such aid; the middle west is the least willing. 

Why is the south more belligerent, more interventionist, more 
war-spirited than any other area? 

Many reasons have been advanced by observers familiar with the 
south. One is that the southern population has the largest propor- 
tion of Anglo-Saxons, as well as strong economic and historic ties 
' with the British resulting from the cotton export trade to England. 


Another is the recollection of British sympathies with the south | 


during the War Between the States. 

Still another is the military tradition of the south, extending back 
to 1860 and before. The south has a high proportion of military 
schools and up. to the time the conscription act was passed, the 
southern states produced more volunteers for the United States Army 
than any other section. 

The contrast in sentiment between the south and the middle 
west is especially interesting because of the fact that these two 
areas have one dominant occupation in common-—-farming. 

Following is a comparison of sectional opinion on a number of 
outstanding issues. In each table note how the south and the middle 
west represent two extremes:

Secret of Geed Sauces 


Back in the Middle Ages the preparation of a sauce was consid- 
ered an art. In the haste of modern living, it is an art that has been 
neglected and one which would bear a little careful study. Rightly 
prepared, a sauce is a supplement for many savoury dishes. 


Usually very little sauce is needed to add flavor to a dish; the 
right sauce not only enhances a food but becomes an integral part 
of the dish. Basically, all sauces should be cooked slowly for iong 
slow cooking brings out the hidden, subtle flavors and erases the raw 
taste of flour or corn-starch, the thickening agent. All sauces thickened 
with corn-starch should be cooked for at least 15 minutes. Standing 
over hot water in a double boiler for an hour or longer always im- 
proves the flavor. Sauces thickened with flour are better if cooked 
for at least five minutes after thickening. The seasonings should be 
added just before serving the sauce.

Explanations 
Of Surveys 
Are Sent 
To Brady 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The conductor of this column 


was astonished by the number of 
letters he received from readers 
who offered explanations for the 
extraordinarily low frequency of 
active tuberculosis in the Negro 
population of a district in Chicago 
where a “total survey” was made 
by Dr. Frederic Tice and asso- 
ciates, of the Municipal Tubercu- 
losis Sanitarium. 

The survey embraced, up to 
June 18, 1940, examinations of 
10,000 persons in the district, in- 
cluding miniature X-ray films of 
every person examined. Of the 
10,000, 8,942 were colored persons 
and 3.71 per cent of them were 
found to have active tuberculosis; 
of the 340 white persons, 5.29 oe 
cent were found to have active 
tuberculosis. 

Now the tuberculosis death rate 
per 100,000 population in the en- 
tire city of Chicago in the year 
1939 was more than eight times 
as great among colored as it was 
among white people. So the lower 


rate of active tuberculosis among | 
the colored people in the district. 
surveyed puzzled the dumb con-| 
ductor. I said I was stumped, and | 


immediatély six dozen readers 


came a-running to help me off the | 


stump. 


Only one of them, so far, has, 


made 
clearer in my mind. Dr. : 
New York tuberculosis specialist, 
writes: 

Dear Dr. Brady: 

A patient came to my office 
for a pneumothorax treatment 
and asked me to please answer 
your request for an explanation 
of Dr. Tice’s findings in his “‘to- 
tal survey.” 

To understand his finding of 
a low incidence of living Negro 
tuberculosis cases in the pres- 
ence of such a high Negro tu- 
berculosis death rate, we must 
take into consideration that the 
type of tuberculosis in the Negro 
is different from the tubercu- 
losis in the white population. 
The Negro develops acute or 
hasty tuberculosis (exudative 
and hematogenous). Whites de- 
velop the chronic (fibroid) type 
of the disease. 

The Negro dies within a year 
of the timé that he develops tu- 
berculosis. The white lives for 
several years with his tubercu- 
losis. For this reason a “total 
survey” in any area or district 
will disclose comparatively few 
living Negro tuberculosis cases. 
They die off much faster.

Well, anyway, when I 
read the doctor’s letter it seemed 
to settle the question, but now 
that I am involved in such fine 
ratiocination I wouldn’t know. 

Even if this explanation gets by 
the other readers who so kindly 
came to the rescue, there will still 
remain the more important ques- 
tion to be answered, namely, why 
is the type of tuberculosis more 
acute or hasty in the colored por- 
tion of the population than in the 

white?
